FRANCES WOOD'S GRAVE. 


Monument Now Mark* the Spot Where 


She Wm« Murdered. 


A beautiful marble monument 
in 


Spartanburg county, S. C., bears upon 
It this significant inscription: 


"To the Memory of Miss Frances 


Heaton Wood, Who Died in Defense 
of Her Virtue." 


The monument is of white marble, 


stands fifteen feet on a massive stone 
base, and bears every mark of simplic- 
ity and purity. It never fails to attract 
the attention of strangers who may be 
in that part of the state, and is prob- 
ably the only monument in the world 
erected ti-j strangers to a stranger for 
the single motive that inspired those 
simple country people of the Palmetto 
state. 


The story of this woman and her 


horrible fate is told by Col. W. G. 
' Field of Pickens county, S. C., who 


knew her well, and is familiar with 
the circumstances of her death. 


I met her at Easier, S. C., the day 


she left the county. 
She was travel- 


ing alone to her sister's house. On her 
way she called at the residence of a 
white man of the name of Moore to get 
directions. Moore told her a near way 
through a large body of forest-tim-

The Chicago stock yards i* unique 


among the great mart* of the world. 
In co -iher place, say tbo&e who are 
most familiar with Its daily routine, 
i* so large an aggregate of business 
transacted In the language of gestures 
and without the "scratch of a pen" as 
in the noisy pens of the stock yards. A 
whip is held high in air. across a sea ot 
clattering horns the signal is answered 
by the monetary uplifting of a hand, 
and a "bunch" of cattle worth thous- 
ands of dollars is sold. 
There is something splendidly pic- 


turesque and even spectacular in these 
wordless transactions. 
They ignore 


the artificialities of the complei system 
upon which modem business relation- 
ships are almost universally maintain- 
ed. Trade in the cattle pens gets bold- 
ly back to primitive simplicity. It is 
done on honor, not on paper. And tee 
undisputed transfer ot millions of dol- 
lars worth of the property here dealt 
in proves that a bargain coaled with 
the wave of the whip and the assenting j 
gesturu oi the band Is quite as safe 
and sacred as If the whole transaction 
were recorded "la black and white." 


The trader in the wheat pit is armed 


with his tally card upon which he 
pauses to note the names of those with 
whom he deals and the amount, nature 
and price of the commodities bought 
and sold. The broker upon the floor 
of the stock exchange places equal re- 
liance upon the quickly pencilled mem- 
oranda made at the moment when the 
details of each transaction were upon 
the lips of those concerned in its ful- 
fillment. But the buyer and seller of 
the yards carry whips and not pencils, 
and their deals are recorded in memory 
Instead of written upon trading cards. 
As well try to picture the old knights 
making laborious written memoranda 
of their challenges as to think of the 
rough and ready traders of the cattle 
yards pausing In their saddles to jot 
down upon paper their purchases and 
sales. Such a procedure would bid de- 
fiance to the very nature of things and 
do violence to the magnificent uncon- 
ventionality of every environment.

iug has been instituted in the Agri- 
cultural Cuilege. at Kingston, and tbe 
paper* announce, with justifiable ex- 
ultation, that "this State leads tbe 
world" iu such au undertaking. 


The coarse of instruction ia to ex- 


tend over two years. 
In the class- 


room, theoretical instruction will be 
provided, and the road-making plant 
of the.college will furnish ample oppor- 
tunity for tbe acquirement of practi- 
cal knowledge. 
Students, who wish 


to enter the course, must be well 
grounded in tbe common branches, 
including 
algebra 
and 
geometry. 


Ituring the first year, the course will 
include higher geometry, trigonome- 
try, surveying and other English 
studies. In the second year, physics, 
electricity, physiography, geology, 
mineralogy and steam engineering 
will be taken. 
The practical work 


will run side by side with the theoret- 
ical during the course. It will include 
actual work on the roads, handling 
tiie shovel, driving horses, running 
tbe stone crusher, traction engine and 
road roller, and all machinery operat- 
ed by the department. 
The student 


will thus actually perform all the 
varied operations connected with road- 
building, as well as receive competent 
instruction in all that pertains to the 
art. 
Ia this way. not only will a 


large number of young men receive 
most valuable training, but a demand 
will probably quickly arise for special 
instruction for older men, who bow 
are superintendents of streets, com- 
missioners of highways and engineers. 


There is here a field which is not 


yet crowded, or even full, As the 
Providence Journal remarks, "of late 
years there has been a demand for 
competent road-builders all through 
the States that have been constructing 
macadam highways. In most instances, 
either theoretical engineers or highway 
superintendents have risen to till the 
places. And to the sorrow and costs 
of the big cities and the disappoint- 
ment of the counties, in many in- 
stances, the latter have fcbeen com- 
pelled to pay for the lack of practical 
knowledge of the civil engineers and 
the liick of theoretical knowledge of 
the highway supervisors. 


"But, even with this school of men, 


who have been educated by building 
the roads, there have not been enough 
to go around in all the localities where 
good roads are needed, and where 
there is money to build thara. A man 
«ho thoroughly understands road con- 
struction to-duy may easily get a posi- 
tion. What is needed is the educated 
max who not only knows how to build 
:i costly, ideal road, but one who can 
economically construct an eight-foot 
country road—a man who knows both 
tbe theoretical and practical end of 
road construction. This is the style 
of graduate which th« Rhode Island 


^institution aims to turn out. * * * 


At the end of the course, they will 
have graduated a man who can plan 
the highway, draw the contracts, and 
who is able to run the machinery to 
build the road; a man who knuws the 
business from the hoe handle to the 
tripod, from shoveling coal under the 
boiler of the steam roller to drawing 
the p'aus—a road t-nsciiietr.

by no means uncommon. The eggs 
are broken at the rate of from 40,000 
to 60,000 per day by women, who sep- 
arate the whito from tho yolk, the 
former being carefully cleaned and 
dried until they lespiuble fish glue, 
when they are packed in 400-pound 
cases lined with zinc. The yolks are 
passed through helves into twenty- 
five gallon receptacles, mixed with a 
salt and borax solution, packed in 500 
pound barrels, and used iu Europe 
for preparing and dressing articles of 
superior quality. The albumen find a 
ready market in England, France and 
Germany for dyes for the best cotton 
goods.—Philadelphia Press.
